May it please your Excellency, 

We beg-leave to submit this Report of our proceedings during 
the financial year ended the 3 Lst March, 1898. Following our 
recent practice, the statements showing the results of our opera- 
tions in .connection with the development of the Fisheries and 
Agriculture are brought up to the date of this Report; but 
we propose in future to render our- annual Reports . as soon as 
possible after the 31st March and to confine them to the opera- 
tions of the financial year’ immediately preceding. 

Donations. 

Two donations were received in the past year; £100 Conations, 
from Mr. Frederick Scott of the Carna Industrial Fund, Man- 
chester, for the maintenance of a Crochet School at Cama, Conne- 
mara, and the sum of £50 was given by the Irish Lace Dep6t, 

Limited, as part of the Company’s profits, the whole of which are 
devoted to the encouragement of Irish industries, and this money 
is being applied to the payment of bonuses to the pupils in the 
bee and crochet schools whose work is bought by the Company. 

Moneys for the Purposes of the Board. 

The interest on the Church Surplus Grant, £41,250 a year, income and 
forms as hitherto our chief source of income, We have also re- Expenditure, 
teived £6,551 in repayment ofloans, £1,042 for interest on Stock 
and on Bank Deposits, and £1,000 from the Parliamentary Votes 
as a grant in aid of the cost of the out-door administrative staffl 
Our total income for the past year was, therefore, £49,843, hut it 
will he seen from the accounts given in Appendix IV. that onr 
gross expenditure was £84,479, including advances on loan 
(Appendix V.), but omitting purchase of estates transactions 
Deducting miscellaneous receipts under various heads, the net 
expenditure was £65,947, which exceeded onr total income of 
£49,843 by £16,104. The funds for the excess of expenditure in 
this and previous years were provided under an arrangement 
Hade in 1894, with the sanction of the Lords Commissioners of 
the Treasury, whereby a sum of £50,000 was taken from the 
capital of the Irish Reproductive Loan Fund to be expended on 
marine and engineering works. 
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income and In order to restore the capital so taken, a Sinking Fund of 
Expenditure. £2,800 a year was commenced in 1894, and now amounts to about 
£14,300, invested in Consols. 

App™dix It will be seen from a table given in Appendix that our pur- 
chases of land are rapidly increasing, and we are of opinion that 
the opportunity of buying should not be lost whenever an estate 
suitable for our purposes comes into the market. 

The proper development of the properties now in our hands 
and of others for which we are in negotiation, in addition to 
further outlay on other projects, will require a larger expenditure 
than is possible with the means at present at our disposal, and 
the necessity for some increase of our resources, to which we drew 
attention in previous Reports, is now more urgent

X.— AGRICULTURE. 

Some slight modifications have been made in the system under 
which the Agricultural Instructors previously worked, mainly 
with a view to reducing the area of each instructor’s special 
district, thereby providing for the more efficient discharge of his 
duties within a limited area. It was also decided to increase the 
number of instructors in the western parts of Donegal, Galway, 
and Mayo. In accordance with this plan, the instructor was 
removed from Durrus, Co. Cork, and the following new districts 
were taken up, viz. : — Carrick, Co. Donegal ; Belmullet and 
Louisburgh, Co. Mayo ; and Ca-rraroe, Co. Galway ; instructors 
being sent to each of these places in the beginning of 1898, 
while the operations of the Board were continued in the old in- 
structors’ districts of Carrigart and Glenties, Co. Donegal; Tour- 
makeady, Co. Mayo ; and Clifden, Co. Galway. There are thus at 
present eight Agricultural Instructors. 

Five of these instructors commenced duty in new districts in 
January, 1898, three being new appointments, and two having 
been transferred from other districts. The Board also defrayed 
the expenses of the instructor employed by the Swinford Union 
Improvement Committees, and gave a grant of £50 towards the 
salary of an instructor employed by Mrs. Murrogh Bernard, 
of the Foxford Convent of Charity. 
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The work of the Agricultural Instructors is carried on under Agricultural 
the supervision of Messrs. West and Ward, the Boards Agri- Instructi o Q - 
cultural Inspectors, \vho also superintend the working of the 
various schemes sanctioned by the Board for the improvement 
of agriculture. The duties of the eight Agricultural Instructors 
include the superintendence of all operations on Example 
and Experimental Plots and Example Holdings, distributing 
the necessary seeds and manures for their working : making 
arrangements for the sale of hulls, boars, and rams to suit- 
able persons who agree to purchase them in accordance with 
the schemes authorized, . and afterwards inspecting animals 
located in and near their districts, for the purpose of ascertaining 
if the purchasers are observing the conditions of pur- 
chase ; arranging for and assisting to carry out the distri- 
bution of poultry ; arranging for the allocation of asses, and 
afterwards inspecting animals so located ; obtaining applications 
for bee-hives, and for agricultural implements, such as ploughs, 
harrows, grubbers, &c., which are supplied by the Board ; 
distributing them to purchasers, and afterwards giving in- 
struction as to their proper use ; arranging for and super- 
intending the dipping of sheep ; selling agricultural seeds, 
provided by the Board to encourage the use of seeds of good 
quality and of varieties which may not be locally procurable. 

The instructors are also expected to do all that they can to 
encourage the adoption of improved methods of agriculture in 
their respective districts in accordance with the instructions 
issued to them by the Board, of which the following is an 
extract : — 

“Agricultural Instructors should endeavour to improve the 
systems of husbandry and of the breeding and maintenance of live 
Btock which prevail in their respective districts, by affording advice 
and instruction in all matters relating to agriculture, endeavouring 
to induce local agriculturists, especially the small occupiers, to 
adopt improved methods of tillage and husbandry suitable to 
their holdings and circumstances ; advising as to the breeding and 
rearing of live stock, with a view to the profit of the breeder ; 
encouraging the use of suitable seeds and manure of good quality, 
and advising as to their proper cultivation and application; 
calling attention to any local practices not consistent with good 
farming, and recommending the adoption of better methods, so 
far as possible giving a practical illustration of how each operation 
recommended should be performed ; and pointing out the 
advantages to be derived from the adaption of an intelligent 
system of cropping ; suggesting the use of suitable implements 
and giving instruction in their use ; and urging the necessity of 
draining, fencing, weeding, and other practices essential to the 
proper management of land. Instructors should at all times he 
ready to afford advice, encouragement, and assistance to local 
agriculturists in all the above matters, especially to occupiers of 
small holdings ; and they should be particularly careful to make 
themselves acquainted with the conditions affecting the working 
of small holdings in their districts, and to avoid recommending 
the adoption of practices or methods of agriculture unsuitable for 
the land or the special circumstances of the people of their 
respective districts. 
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“ Instructors should understand that they are not to wait until 
applied to for assistance or advice, but that it is their dut 
diligently to endeavour, by every means approved by the Board to 
induce small occupiers iu their districts to adopt those systems' of 
agriculture best suited for their holdings and circumstances • thev 
should give practical instruction in draining, stacking ploughing 
sowing, and similar farm operations. ’ " 

“ Example Holdings, Example Pluts, and Experimental Plots will 
be set in operation in each district, as approved by the Board 
They are all to be worked under the immediate supervision of the 
instructor, in accordance with the instructions which he will 
receive from time to time from the Board's Agricultural Inspectors 
or direot from the Board.” 

The instructors are required to provide and maintain bicycles 
for use in carrying out their duties. 

Owing to the changes which took place in the beginning of 
this year, in the location of the instructors, it was not considered 
advisable to take up any more example holdings until the in- 
structors had had some months’ experience in them districts. 

Holding? The following experimental and example plots ware set in 

Example 1 operation in each district during the season of 1898 : —

Id.) About 24 turnip and mangold plots per district. 

( e .) About 30 potato plots per district. 

Of the above, the plots which undoubtedly excited the 
greatest local interest were the potato experimental plots, which 
were a continuation of the series of experiments commenced in 
1897, particulars of which were given in the last report. 

The result of the 1897 experiments showed that of ten varieties 
tested the "Up-to-date” usually gave the largest yield, followed 
by the “ Champion,” and next in order the "Irish White,” while 
the “ Beauty of Hebron ” generally did very well as an early 
variety. Inquiries were made at intervals through the winter, 
to ascertain the opinions of the growers as to the keeping and 
eating qualities of the varieties tested, and the general con- 
clusions arrived at were, that of the two early varieties 
the “ Beauty of Hebron" was by far tho best ; it yielded well 
when planted in suitable and fairly well-cultivated soil, and it 
has proved highly popular : the " Snowdrop,” on the other 
hand, yielded badly, and does not seem to suit the ordinary con- 
ditions of soil, climate, and cultivation; it was, therefore, 
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decided to discard it in future. Of the main crop varieties. Potato Experi- 

the “Wonder'' was the only one which was universally con- monts. 

demned, both as to yield and quality ; therefore it also was 

discarded in the 1898 trials. All the others did fairly well, and 

were more or less appreciated, though the “ TTp-to-Date ” was 

unquestionably the general favourite of those potatoes recently 

introduced. The “ Irish White” seemed to do remarkably 

well on poor thin wettish soils, but it appears to be specially 

liable to the "Peziza” disease, to which it succumbed more 

quickly than any other varieties in the 1897 trials: the disease is 

very common in the western parts of Donegal, Galway, and Mayo. 

It cannot be said that the popular verdict was distinctly favour- 
able to any other of the new kinds, though the “ Uarton” was 
much appreciated in some districts, for cultivation in boggy' soils. 

It is however evident that not one of the kinds tested is 
liked as much as the Champion, which is the favourite for the 
main crop ; but it is hoped that many persons will be induced 
to grow a small quantity of “ Beauty of Hebron ” for early use, 
and instead of planting Champions only for the main crop, to 
grow on a portion of their land “ TTp-to-Dates ” or some other 
suitable variety . 

For the 1S98 trials, “ Flounders ” were substituted for “ Snow- 
drops” and “ Wonders." There were 32 plots in all, the yields 
of which, excepting two, the results of which were not obtained, 
are given in the following table : —

It is to be observed that as the object of this experiment was 
to ascertain what varieties, if any, could be recommended as 
suitable for cultivation in lieu of, or in addition to those ordinarily 
cultivated, plot holders were required to plant and cultivate the 
seed supplied to them in the way to which they were accustomed, 
with the exception that they had to cut the seed as directed by 
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the instructor, to keep the crop fairly clean, and to spray the 
foliage with Bordeaux Mixture supplied by the Board. 

It is considered desirable to continue this series of plots next 
year on a smaller scale, with such modifications as seem advisable 
from the experience now gained. 

Experimental j n our re p 0r t it was mentioned that considerable difficulties 
were encountered, as might have been expected, in carrying out 
for the first time careful ly conducted experiments amongst the small 
occupiers in the congested districts, and consequently, the results 
obtained on the experimental plots for testing the relative merits 
of various manures for turnips, and the efficacy of the application 
of lime for preventing “ Finger and Toe ” in turnips were in 
many instances of less value than they should have been. 
Other circumstances interfered with the objects in view, but 
the results obtained showed that even on the poor half- 
cultivated land so frequently met with in the congested 
districts, good root crops can be grown with artificial manures 
only ; in many instances the small occupiers have not sufficient 
dung to manure more land than will be occupied by the potato 
crop, and the Turnip Experimental Plots of 1897 here indicated 
that good root crops may be grown at a moderate cost with 
artificials only, by sowing the turnip crop on a portion of the 
land manured for potatoes during the previous season, and that 
the moderate use of artificial manures can he adopted with great 
advantage, especially when, as frequently occurs, the supply ot 
dung is short. A similar set of plots have been in operation 
during the season of 1898, but the results have not yet been 
ascertained. 

Although the “Finger and Toe" plots failed in some cases to 
afford reliable information, yet in the_ majority of the plots the 
application of lime to the land during the winter proved 
distinctly efficacious in mitigating this disease, which is so bad in 
several parts of the congested districts that many of the occupiers 
have given up the culture of turnips, believing that the prospects 
of obtaining a paying crop are too precarious. The “ Finger and 
Toe ” trials were continued on other holdings during the present 
year, and it is believed that the lesson which they will convey 
will induce many of the more enlightened farmers residing in the 
districts in which the plots are situated to adopt the practice of 
liming. It is to be regretted that the cost of obtaining lime is 
usually so great in the districts in which “ Finger and Toe” 
prevails that it deters farmers from applying it to the land, but it 
is believed that in many of the districts referred to the price of 
lime for agricultural purposes could be considerably reduced 
if a large demand existed. The Turnip and Mangold Ex- 
ample Plots were tried this year for the first time. This 
series of plotB was initiated with the object of indicating 
to small occupiers that on many descriptions of land, both 
mangolds and turnips could be grown with advantage, provided 
that they were suitably cultivated and manured. Half of each 
plot was planted with mangolds and half with turnips, the 
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mangold portion consisting partly of " Long Reds,” and partly Example 
of "Yellow Globes,” tlie turnip portion consisting partly of P ot "' 
“Swedes,” and partly of “ Aberdeens.” In some instances when, 
the land was not considered suitable for growing both turnips 
and mangolds, the turnips were cultivated on one sub-plot, and 
the mangolds on another, each variety of root being grown on 
the land considered most suitable for it. By this means the 
occupiers were enabled to judge as to the relative merits of the 
different roots, and to form an idea as to which best suited their 
oW n circumstances. The . wider cultivation of the mangold 
appears to be specially desirable in those districts which suffer 
from " Finger and Toe,” and it is observed with satisfaction that 
there is a decided increase in the quantity of mangolds grown in 
some places in which they were recently introduced by our 
instructors. 


Now that the instructors have all had some experience in Exampla 
their respective districts, it is proposed during the coming season Holdings, 
to take up a certain number of Example Holdings, as it is 
in this way that the advantage of pursuing a systematic 
course of good farming can best be demonstrated. On the plot 
system, although the plot may be well worked while it is iu 
operation, it is too likely to be neglected or treated as any other part 
ot the farm in the following season, whereas in the case of the Ex- 
ample Holding, the object of the instructor is to induce the occupier 
to work on a regular system of rotation, adopting those practices 
which are usually recognised as being essential to good farming. 


One hundred tons of “ Up-to-Date ” and fifty tons of “ Irish gale of Seod» 
White ” potatoes were purchased, the greater portion of which and 
were sold direct to small occupiers for cash in the counties 0 f Implements. 
Cork, Kerry , Mayo, and Galway, the remainder being disposed 
of to the West of Ireland Distress Fund Committee, also for dis- 
tribution in the congested districts. About £30 worth of agricul- 
tural seeds, consisting principally of grass, clover, turnip, and 
mangold seeds have been sold at cost price through our instructors, 
this system enabling those who cannot otherwise readily do so, to 
obtain at a moderate price, seeds of good quality and of varieties 
which they are not accustomed to use. We believe that those 
who purchased seeds from the instructors in previous years are 
well pleased with the results. 


A. considerable number of implements, principally chilled 
ploughs, have been disposed of. These ploughs contiuue to give 
great satisfaction. 

Hitherto the instructors have kept a supply of implements for i, 0 naof 
free loan to small occupiers iD their districts. By this means the Implements, 
use of such implements has been very much encouraged, but it is 
not considered desirable to continue the system of lending them 
gratis. Arrangements are, therefore, being made to supply 
implements on loan, but to make a small charge per day for the 
use of each. It is believed that by this system many who cannot 
afford to purchase an implement costing perhaps £2 or £3 will be 
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enabled to obtain the use of one -without the demoralising effects 
of free loans. Many farmers who have the means of purchasing 
implements are deterred from doing so by tbe fear that their 
implements will be borrowed by neighbours who are too poor 
or too penurious to buy for themselves, and probably some who 
for such reasons will not buy, would take advantage of the loan 
system which it is proposed to introduce. 

Prevention of Arrangements had been made for giving demonstrations in 

potato disease, spraying in many districts in the counties of Donegal, Leitrim, Slim 
Mayo, Cork, and Kerry, in which the practice had not hitherto been 
adopted, or in which spraying demonstrations had not been 
previously given, and a sum of £700 was voted for the purpose- 
but in May, 189 8, tbe vote was increased to £1000, and it was 
decided to cancel the arrangements which had been made f or 
spraying, under the scheme originally approved, in order that 
the sum of £1,000 then available for the purpose, might be 
utilised in conjunction with a further sum of £1,000 granted by 
the West of Ireland Distress Committee, and £2,000 paid by the 
Local Government Board for Ireland from the vote for Belief 
of Distress for the. purpose of spraying the produce of the 
seed potatoes which had been distributed in Galway and Mayo as 
a free gift by the Local Government Board and the West of 
Ireland Distress Committee. The sum of £4., 000 thus provided, 
was placed at the disposal of the Agricultural Department of the 
Irish Land Commission for the purpose of carrying out die 
necessary operations. 

The Agricultural Instructorsand the Forester at Knockboy were 
required to give every assistance to the Agricultural Department 
of the Land Commission in the carrying out of the spraying opera- 
tions referred to, which involved visiting about 14,000 holdings, and 
we are glad to learn that everywhere the work carried out by our 
officials was satisfactorily performed. In addition to the work 
of spraying, fifty-six pounds of copper sulphate were supplied 
to each occupier who had a potato experimental or example plot, 
or an example holding, and the Agricultural Instructors, who 
were each supplied with about a dozen spraying machines to 
lend to those who desired to use them, were also required to give 
instruction in spraying throughout their districts. Spraying was 
also done on several estates which had been purchased by us for 
enlargement of holdings. 

The efforts which have been made during the past few years 
to encourage the practice of spraying are slowly taking effect, the 
increase in the number of spraying machines sold in the congested 
districts during the last year having been very considerable. It 
is found that many persons who purchase these machines throw 
them to one side if they go out of order, although it is possible 
that they could be repaired at a very slight cost. The instructors 
have therefore been provided with a supply of those parts of the 
spraying machines most liable to wear out, and they are authored 
to dispose of these to persons requiring them, and to give assistance 
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and instruction as to repairs. The instructors are also provided Potat ? 
with supplies of copper sulphate for sale, as in many of the spra7m£ ' 
districts in which the spraying has only been adopted to a small 
extent, there is sometimes difficulty in obtaining a supply of 
material. The experience of the past few years has indicated 
that the best results are usually obtained when the operators pre- 
pare their own Bordeaux Mixture from copper sulphate and 
lime. We have, therefore, ceased to use any of the specially 
prepared compounds, and our instructors are now invariably 
directed to recommend the use of the mixture thus prepared. 

Planting operations at Knockboy have been confined to filling Forestry 
up vacancies in existing plantations, so far as that could he done 
from the nursery stock on hands ; hut it has not been considered 
advisable to purchase fresh trees, or to incur any avoidable 
expenses until experience indicates whether further operations 
would be justifiable. 

There are about 700,000, Mountain Pine in the nursery, grown 
from seed sown in 1896 ; these trees should be suitable for plant- 
ing out or filling vacancies in 1900, in the event of such operations 
being then approved. There is also a small stock of Corsican and 
other pines of the same age. 

Owing to the very slow growth of the trees, the expenditure 
which has been necessarily incurred in cutting grass on the 
planted land has been exceptionally heavy. A large number of the 
trees which in the second and third years after being planted 
appeared to he making no progress, but rather the reverse, have 
during the past season considerably improved. 

Our Forester has been from time to time required to report and 
advise as to planting operations contemplated by persons resid- 
ing in the congested districts who have applied to the Board for 
advice and assistance. He was also engaged during the past 
summer in superintending spraying operations on 1,049 
holdings in the Aran Islands and in the districts adjoining 
Knoekboy. A considerable number of fruit and other trees, have 
been sold from the nursery established at Carrigart, and it is hoped 
that, such sales will increase in number. 

Twenty-five stallions were located in the congested districts Horses, 
for service during the past season. Particulars as to the location 
of each stallion are given in the Appendix Table VIII. 

Of these stallions there were fifteen Hackneys, five Welsh 
Cobs, two Thoroughbreds, two Hunters, and one Barb. 

It is much to be regretted that, notwithstanding all our efforts 
to the contrary, it is almost impossible to convince the ordinary 
farmer that he should retain for breeding purposes fillies bred 
from the Board’s stallions ; hut horses form no exception to the 
rule which appears to be followed by so many small farmers, of 
selling at the earliest moment the best animals they have and 
keeping the worst to breed from, 
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Aims. Twenty-one jacks wore located for service during the past 

season at the places indicated in Appendix VIII. Four of these 
were half-breds. One jack, which was too large for the Board's 
purposes, was sold for £100, and one died. In some districts 
the jacks were objected to, as being too big. We, therefore 
purchased a few half-bred jacks bred from our imported 
pure-bred asses, and we have also purchased a few half-bred 
mare asses, with which it is proposed to breed three-parts bred 
jacks, which we think will be better suited for most districts 
than the larger thoroughbred Spanish asses. It is hoped, that 
by pursuing this course the Board will rarely again have to 
purchase in Spain. Much improvement has already been effected 
by the Spanish asses, which are yearly becoming more popular- 
but in this instance again, as with the horses, the people are 
always too ready to sell any good young animals that can be 
turned into money, instead of retaining some of their half-bred 
mare asses for breeding. The jacks are located upon terms 
which do not entail much expenditure to the Board, and it is 
considered that as the asses become more popular the terms 
upon which they are located in the country might fairly be 
modified to the financial advantage of the Board. 

Cattle. One hundred and thirteen bulls were sold during the year 

ended March 31st, 1898, of the following breeds — 50 Aberdeen 
Angus, 31 Galloway, 27 Shorthorn, 3 Kerry, and 2 Red Polled. 
There were on March 31st, 1898, 184 bulls which had been sup- 
plied by the Board, stationed in congested districts, under the 
Board’s regulations, all of these were sol d on the deferred pay- 
ment system, the instalments being not yet paid off. It is pro- 
bably correct to assume that about 60 calves per annum will be 
bred from each bull. On this computation there should be next 
year about 11,000 calves bred from 184 bulls now stationed in 
these districts. In addition to these bulls others, the purchase 
of which had been completed, were also at service in congested 
districts. 

Bulls originally were sold on the condition that they should 
be retained for service for two seasons only, the purchaser being 
then at liberty to dispose of the bull, provided that the purchase 
instalments had been paid. In 1896 the system of sale was 
modified, and purchasers since then have been required to retain 
their bulls for service for three seasons. The prices charged 
were not altered, but to encourage buyers to retain their bulls for 
a third season we undertook to pay the owner of a bull one 
shilling in respect of every service during the third season. 
This system has worked very satisfactorily, although at first the 
purchasers were disinclined to accept the altered conditions, 
knowing that during the third season bulls would be more 
costly to maintain, and that they would be considered by many 
to be too heavy, but the additional shilling obtainable has been 
very effective in disposing of these objections. Under the old 
system splendid bulls purchased at great cost were got rid of 
before local breeders had had opportunity to judge fairly of their 
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breeding qualities. The new system provides for the mainte- Cattle 
ance of the specified number of bulls at a saving of expense to 
the Board, and it is usually to the pecuniary advantage of the 
buver who is now required to pay for a bull in three instalments, 
spread over three years, instead of as formerly paying by two 
instalments in two years ; and a feature of considerable impor- 
tance in the new system is that the two first instalments amount 
to only two-thirds of what the purchaser would have been 
required to pay in the same period under the old system : this 
difference is very appreciable to those who grudge every pound 
laid out on a bull, 

The Galloway breed has proved most satisfactory wherever 
introduced into Donegal, Galway, and Mayo ; the stock bred from 
them lias proved well adapted to the most exposed districts, 
and has sold well, and the hulls have been most popular — several of 
them remaining at service for four seasons, and some even longer. 

'this feature is of itself very encouraging, as, generally speaking, 
small farmers dislike keeping a. bull for more than two seasons. 

The Aberdeen Angus breed has also increased in popularity ; it is 
particularly noticeable that both these breeds have recently become 
more popular in Donegal, in which county for a long time the 
small occupiers had a firm belief that nothing would suit them 
except a Shorthorn, and that not of a well-bred type. In a good 
many instances the Board have been obliged to take back hulls 
reported as being unsatisfactory, but on the whole those given 
out for the last two years have answered well, although 
they are often located with people who have but the vaguest idea 
of taking proper care of them. 

It is extremely difficult to procure well-bred and well-shaped 
tails which have not been, too highly fed to be transferred without 
risk to such rough and indifferent quarters as are usually pro- 
vided for them in their homes in the congested districts. It is 
therefore hoped that purchasers of bulls will avail themselves of 
the small loans which the Board now offer for the improvement 
and erection of farm buildings. 

Sixty-six rams of tbe Highland and Cheviot breeds were dis- Steep, 
tributed during the year, but as seven of these died shortly after 
having been given out they were replaced by others at the cost 
of the Board. Fifty-nine of the rams were sold to small occupiers 
under £20 valuation at reduced prices varying from £l to £2 10s., 
according to age and quality. Seven rams not applied for by 
small occupiers were sold to farmers whose valuation exceeded 
£20, at prices varying from £3 to £5. Many of the small 
occupiers who breed sheep would be glad to purchase rams from 
the Board if they could induce their neighbours to join them 
in purchasing and maintaining a ram ; but as yet it has not been 
possible to induce two or more owners of sheep to unite in the 
purchase of one ram, and to accept a joint responsibility for its 
maintenance. One individual breeder, who may have perhaps 
twenty ewes, objects to pay a reasonable price for a good ram 
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which his neighbours would expect him to lend to them without 
charge. The result is that most of the small occupiers resiffinv 
in sheep-breeding districts hesitate to pay anything more than 
fifteen shillings for a ram lamb, and very few indeed will give 
so much as that, most preferring to select any ram, the produce 
of their own flock, which looks a little better than its fellows 
This system of in-breeding has been very deleterious in 
influence on sheep-breeding generally in the congested districts, 

Sheep It is satisfactory to report that our efforts to promote the 

dipping. dipping of sheep are at last meeting with some success. The first 
dipping station provided was the permanent one erected at Doon 
near Clifden, hut experience has since indicated that the establish- 
ment of permanent dipping stations would he very costly, and 
would not satisfactorily meet the requirements of the people. 
Portable sheep-dipping apparatuses were therefore procured, and 
these machines have been found so suitable that twelve have now 
been supplied, with the result that the increase in the number 
of sheep dipped during the past season has been very marked. 
The Board supply the dipping apparatus free of charge, and 
the local Agricultural Instructor or other qualified representative 
superintends the dipping of the sheep, for which a charge of one 
penny per head is made, the dip being supplied by us. The 
apparatus is moved from place to place upon a cart, and, there- 
fore, can be used by sheep-breeders throughout a considerable 
area. Hitherto we have not succeeded in inducing breeders to 
dip more than once a year, but we hope that as the advantages 
derived from dipping are more fully appreciated, sheep-breeders 
will he willing to dip twice a year, in accordance with the re- 
cognised practice of good sheep-farmers in the hill districts of 
Scotland. 

Swine. Thirteen boars of the large Yorkshire breed have been sold 

under the usual* conditions. The demand for them is very 
fluctuating, and it is often extremely difficult to get suitable 
animals just at the time when applicants are willing to purchase 
them ; on the other hand, it frequently occurs that, when boars 
are available for distribution much difficulty is experienced in 
arranging for their disposal to suitable persons in the particular 
districts in which it is desired to locate them. 

Poultry. The number of poultry farms for the distribution of eggs for 

breeding purposes has been increased, sixty -five being in operation 
during the past season, and the number of eggs thus distributed 
rather exceeded 65,000. As a rule Black Minorca,? are located 
in those districts in which eggs are the primary consideration, 
and Plymouth Bocks in the districts in which “ all-round" fowl 
are more popular, hut in some special districts in which there 
is a considerable demand for table poultry, either for fattening, as 
in the case of Mr. Moriarty’s establishment at Killarney, or for 
exportation to Scotland, as at Carrigart and Crlentieg, other breeds, 
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such as Favarolles and Sussex, have been intooduced, and have Poultry-, 
proved exceedingly popular, the demand for eggs of these breeds 
having exceeded the available supply. We regret to state that 
fowl enteritis is still rife throughout the congested districts. It 
has, therefore, been found desirable, especially in the districts 
where this disease has been very prevalent, to supply Indian 
Runner Ducks, which are prolific and continuous layers of large 
eggs and have proved most popular wherever they have been 
introduced. As ducks do not suffer from fowl enteritis it is 
proposed in the future largely to increase the supply of Indian 
Runners, experience having shown that they are thoroughly well 
suited to the ordinary conditions to be met with in. the con- 
gested districts. A leaflet containing useful information as to 
the management of poultry suffering from fowl enteritis, and as 
to the measures recommended for the prevention of that disease, 
lias been prepared by Miss Costello, our poultry expert, who has 
also prepared a pamphlet giving plain instructions, recommended 
for adoption by small occupiers, on the general principles of 
poultry management. Both these leaflets have been widely 
circulated. 

The management of the poultry depot at Carrigart having been 
unsatisfactory, it was decided to close it until fresh arrangements 
could be made. W e are glad to state that we have recently ar- 
ranged with two experienced- poultry breeders and fatteners fr om 
Sussex to take over the depot, and to work it in accordance with 
conditions which have been agreed upon, and it is believed it 
will prove an effectual stimulus to the improvement of the poultry 
industry in that part of Donegal. The rearing of poultry suit- 
able for table purposes has largely increased there within the 
last four years, considerable quantities being now exported to 
Scotland. The scheme for the improvement of poultry is one 
which more than any other is calculated to benefit the poorest 
class of small occupiers. Almost every householder keeps a few 
hens, and at our poultry farms a sitting of ordinary eggs can he 
exchanged for the sanie number of eggs of the "best varieties; 
thus this scheme reaches even those who may not have any 
cither live stock, and it does not require any payment on the 
p't of those who wish to avail themselves of its benefits. There 
is therefore good reason to believe that ifj as is hoped, the poultry 
depot is worked successfully under the new management, it will 
prove a most valuable assistance to the poorer classes. It has 
been arranged that pupils may attend the depot for instruction 
in poultry-cramming, subject to the payment of fees upon a very 
moderate scale. 

Good progress has been made in connection with our efforts Bee-keeping, 
to extend bee-keeping, and to improve the systems of bee- 
keeping practised bv existing bee-keepers in the congested 
districts. Mr. 'furlough B. O’Bryen has continued to act for us 
® an expert in this industry. One hundred and twenty-nine 
Mves and outfits have been sold during the year, the greater 
portion having been distributed on the deferred payment sys- 
tole, which enables beekeepers to dispose of one honey harvest

Bee-keeping, before paying for the hive and outfit. We are pleased to state 
that most of those to whom hives and outfits have been supplied 
in former years are making steady progress, and that the 
instruction afforded by Mr. O’Bryen has produced good results. 
The arrangement for the disposal of honey, which was started 
last year, has been continued, and Sir Thomas Lipton's com- 
pany has again purchased all the good section honey which 
was received for disposal from bee-keepers in the congested 
districts. Three thousand and two sections, and 4-31 pounds 
of extracted honey have thus been disposed of. The Board paid 
the producers £96 for this honey, and disposed of it for £109, 
but the necessary expenses, includ ing crates, bottles, freights, kc. 
amounted to £30. During the year, district associations of bee- 
keepers were formed at two or three places. We consider that 
such associations should prove very beneficial, especially in 
enabling local members to purchase necessary appliances and 
to dispose of their produce on advantageous terms. We have 
therefore arranged to provide each such association with an 
extracting outfit free of charge for two years. 

Foul-brood We regret to state that ‘ foul-brood” is still very prevalent in 
parts of Donegal and Kerry, although we are glad to learn that 
the preventive and curative treatment adopted last year by Mr. 
O’Bryen has been most successful. Recognising the serious 
loss to bee-keepers which would result from a spread of this very 
contagious disease, we authorised Mr. O’Bryen to confer with 
Di\ M'Weeney as to the most desirable methods to adopt for the 
disinfection of diseased stocks, and we also authorised him when- 
ever he considered it advisable, and obtained the owner’s consent 
to completely destroy diseased stocks, with the hives which 
contained them, and to give an undertaking to replace all articles 
so destroyed at the cost of the Board, who would supply swarms 
of healthy bees in lieu of those destroyed As a rule owners of 
infected stocks made no objection to those preventive measures, 
but in some cases they were unwilling to destroy their bees until 
the honey season had expired, unde) taking to do so as soon as 
the honey harvest had been secured. Such delays are not without 
considerable danger of the spread of foul brood to healthy stocks 
in the neighbourhood, but bee-keepers, especially those who are 
not fully aware of the great loss which would eventually he 
incurred if foul brood became prevalent in any district, can 
hardly be expected readily to consent to their bees being destroyed 
when they appear to be working satisfactorily. We understand 
that foul brood exists to a considerable extent in the non-con- 
gested districts in the eastern parts of Donegal, and bee-keepers 
have been warned not to procure swarms from that neighbourhood. 
In the Dingle district foul brood has recently spread through 
about forty apiaries mainly owing to the distribution of diseased 
stocks sold from one apiary the owner of which had been in- 
formed that the bees were diseased. Having regard to the 
rapidity with which the disease is spread in a district in which 
there are many apiaries, we think it very desirable that some 
steps should be taken to ensure the speedy destruction of iufected 
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stocks as soon as the pi-esenee of the disease has been detected. 

To an exceptional extent during the past season honey has been 
rendered unfit for consumption or seriously depreciated in value 
hy the presence of lioney-dew. This evil is usually confined to 
districts in which trees are plentiful, as the honey-dew is 
obtained by the bees from the foliage of trees. The absence of 
trees in the congested districts is usuallya matter for regret, but 
in this instance it has resulted in the season’s output of honey 
haying been remarkably good as compared with that of districts 
in which trees abound. Honey-dew impairs the flavour of the 
honey and darkens the colour, sometimes making it as dark as 
porter. 

II. IMPROVEMENT AND ENLARGEMENT OF 
HOLDINGS, AND MIGRATION. 

We referred in our last Report to the facilities given to us by Panels (or Pur- 
the Land Act of 1896 for the purchase of estates by means of ohase at L » nd i 
advances of Guaranteed Land Stock, to he made by the Land 
Commission, and we stated that our funds were not sufficient to 
enable us to carry out this branch of our work on a large scale, 
owing to the heavy expenditure for re-applotment and improve- 
ment® which is necessary before the re-sales to the tenants can be 
usefully effected. This difficulty could, however, be met if two 
conditions were fulfilled : first, if, for the purpose of carrying out 
such improvements, the Board were permitted under Section 36(3) 
of the Land Purchase Act of 1891 to make temporary drafts, 
under proper limitations and to a reasonable amount, on the 
principal of the Church Surplus Grant ; secondly, if Section 43 
(6) of the Land Act of 1896, which precludes the Board from 
having recourse to the ordinary provisions of the Land Purchase 
Acts for the re-sale to tenants of holdings under £10 Poor Law 
valuation, were repealed. It must be borne in mind that improve- 
ments effected on a holding, apart from the enlargement of its 
aea, add to its value, but do not add to its valuation, and 
experience shows that on many estates a majority of the holdings, 
even after re-applotment, will fail to reach the £1 0 standard. The 
practical effect of the sub-section, in all cases to which it applies, 
is to keep any capital spent on improvements looked up in those 
improvements until repaid by the tenants through the slow 
process of instalments extending over about seventy years, instead 
d allowing it to be turned over every three years or so by a 
re-sale through the Land Commission so soon as the improvements 
of the holdings have been completed. 

^ We regard the improvement aid enlargement of holdings, 
through purchase and re-sale of estates to the tenants, as likely 
10 prove, if wisely and prudently carried out, the most 
permanently beneficial of the measures it is in our power to take 
or bettering the condition of the small occupiers in certain of 
me congested districts. The same remark holds good of migra- 
tion schemes also, provided the difficulties involved in moving 
occupiers lo a distance from their homes can be overcome. It 

B 2 
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is evident that agriculture must always be the chief industry 
and support of the population of the inland districts, and it is 
no less certain that a very large number of occupiers have not 
sufficient land, regard being had to both quantity and quality, 
to give full employment to their labour* or to afford them a 
bare subsistence. 

We do not, however, intend to permit our desire to assist one 
class to lead us to participate in, or countenance in any way, an 
injustice to another class. If the financial obstacles which at 
present stand in the way are removed in the manner suggested 
we shall be prepared to purchase, at what appears to us to be the 
fair value, any properties or tenants’ interests that may be freely 
and willingly offered to us, or that may be for sale in the Laud 
Judges’. Court, provided we can sec our way to utilize them 
economically for the purposes now under consideration. But we 
hope it will be clearly understood that t.ny attempt to bring 
undue or unfair pressure to bear on landlords or tenants in order 
to induce them to sell their properties, will only defeat its own 
object by deterring the Board from undertaking the purchase of 
any land where such practices are resorted to. 

fuixhtsed. During the year 1S97-8 terms of purchase were agreed upon 
for six estates and four farms, and we have since concluded 
negotiations for the purchase of three others Particulars of all 
estates purchased and conveyed to us will be found in Appendix 
XXXIV. 

Clare Island, The scheme for re-arranging the boundaries of the holdings on 
Clare Island wns finally settled in 1890, and since then the work 
of draining, fencing, building houses, and making roads has been 
steadily proceeded with, and we shall probably be able to give a 
final statement of the receipts and expenditure on the estate iu 
our next Report. 

It was at first intended that the m earing fences should be 
made by the tenants, but it was afterwards thought better that 
we should undertake the work and demand from each tenant a 
contribution in the form of labour equivalent to sums varying 
from £6 to £12 for each holding. The total value of the labour 
to be thus contributed is £065 10a. of which £550 has now been 
worked off. The wages paid to the islanders for ordinary labour 
vary from Is. to Is. 8d. per day. 

All the tenants paid their first year’s rent due 1st November, 

1896, within a few days from that date, and the rent to November, 

1897, was well paid. Wo have every confidence that our efforts 
for the improvement of their circumstances will be rewarded 
by the same punctuality in meeting their future engagements. 

Small loans, repayable iu five years, have been issued to some 
of the poorer tenants to enable them to stock their land. Before 
we became landlords some of them had no stock, and they have 
since been saving as much as possible of their earnings with the 
intention of buying cattle or sheep, and they are showing iu many 
ways a determination to do their best to improve their lot. 

The future of the Clare islanders may now, we believe, be 
regarded hopefully. 
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^ The Leonard Estate at Carna, Co. Galway, contains 1,208 acres, Leonard 
excluding water. It was one of the. poorest estates in the West, E3tate ’ 
consisting chiefly of bog and rock, and was occupied by more than 
867 enty families, who were miserably housed. Most of them paid 
rents varying from 15s. to £3, and had to give 15s. to 20s. a year for 
turf to a tenant on the estate who held 671 acres, including all 
the turbary. 

There are two islands on the property — Mason Island, of 
91 acres, valuation £51 16s., on which 22 families supported 
themselves, chiefly by selling kelp and fish; and Feenish Island, of 
153 acres, valuation £82 8s., on which 25 tenants lived — 21 of 
them being on 78 acres. The people of these islands have 
received some assistance from us in procuring boats and gear for 
the sea fisheries. 

A grazing farm of 671 acres came into our possession when we 
purchased this estate, and we paid £170 for the tenants’ interest in 
two other holdings containing together 93 acres, so that 764 acres 
have been made available for the enlargement of the smaller 
holdings. The estate was bought in August, 1896, and out of 
£318 arrears then due £302 have been collected, as well as £193 
for rents and grazing. The striping of the holdings has been 
completed and the tenants placed in possession of them as from 
1st November, 1896. All the able-bodied people, men and women, 
have been employed since June, 1896, in the erection of fences, 
construction of accommodation roads, &c. The erection of mearing 
fences, which is a work of much labour, and requiring a con- 
siderable time, is being done by the tenants under the super- 
vision of a Clerk of Works. The re-arrangement of the lands 
on this estate will be a great benefit to the occupiers, all of whose 
holdings will be improved. 

The Thomson Estate, containing 1,319 acres is also at Carna. Thomson 
It was bought for £1,250 in April, 1897. . Estate ‘ 

Three tenants from Mason Island were transferred to this 
estate, receiving 10 acres each, and they express themselves . as 
much pleased with the change. This is the first case in which 
the circumstances rendered it possible to successfully attempt the 
migration of small occupiers. 

Carrowcannon is a small estate of 93 acres, situated near Bally- Carrowoannon 
ness, in Co. Donegal. Tlie tenants, ten in number, had been evicted 1 atate> 
some years ago, but having received some assistance, they were 
enabled to pay £380 to buy the interest of the tenant who had 
succeeded them in possession and also to contribute £164, equal 
to four years’ purchase, towards the total amount £820, (twenty 
years’ purchase) asked for the fee of the property. We bought 
toe interest of one of these tenants and divided the holding 
amongst some of the others. We also gave substantial assist- 
ance to enable them to erect new houses — a work on which 
they are now actively engaged under the guidance of one of our 
engineers. *

III.— SEA FISHERIES. 

Fresh Fish Trade. 


In the spring of 1898 the arrangements for the purchase of 
mackerel were changed at all the fishing stations. Instead of des- 
patching the fish to market and paying to the fishermen the pro- 
ceeds of the sales, less a certain sum to cover freight and other ex- 
penses, we on this occasion took the risk of offering a fixed scale of 
prices on the delivery of the fish to our agents. We adopted this 
course when we found that the prices offered hy the merchants 
were not quite so good as in our opinion they ought to have heen. 
We therefore bought the mackerel at Aran, Cleggan, and Doon- 
loughan, and despatched them in ice to various English markets, 
our forwarding agent in Galway being guided hy the prices wired 
so him daily. The number of mackerel bought at these three 
stations was over 1,630,000, against 586,000 in the previous 
season, allowing in each case for 126 fish being sold as 100. 

The prices paid per 126 fish were : — up to 16th April, 20s. ; to 
30th April, 15s. ; to 31st May, 10s. ; and to 16th 3 une, 6s. 

The subjoined tables show the total quantity purchased, the 
number of boats fishing, and the financial result, which was a loss 
to us of £1,183. The loss at Aran was chiefly owing 
to the scarcity of ice in consequence of the mild winter, and the 
high price paid for it in Norway, which was double the rate of 
any previous year. This was not of course anticipated when we 
made our arrangements at the commencement of the season 
and undertook to give a certain scale of prices to the fishermen. 

At Cleggan and l)oonloughan a further source of loss was that 
when the price was most in our favour, and we should have had an 
opportunity of compensating ourselves for purchases made at a Joss 
at other times, merchants came forward and offered higher prices 
than those we had agreed to give. Though this competi- 
tion at the best part of the season was a loss to us, it was 
a direct advantage to the fishermen, who obtained good prices 
all through the season, hut we have the consolation of knowing 
that the money we lost went into the pockets of the fishermen, 
and it is possible that if we did not occasionally enter the field as 
buyers the merchants would he less ready to give good prices. 

It will be understood from the position of affairs just described 
that the success of the fishing cannot be judged by the tables we 
now furnish, as these show only our own transactions, and the 
large quantity of fish bought by the merchants does not appear

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The earnings of some of the boats and crews may be of interest, Spring 
as exhibiting the value to the people of the fishery of the Mackerel 
western coasts, but as we have just stated we have records only ri3Um 8- 
of our own purchases. 

At the Cleggan fishing, four large Ballinakill boats earned 
1166, £122, £133, and £91, respectively, which was over £lfi 
for eachman after allowing for the share due to the Board. Three 
large decked boats from Clifden made £257, £236, and £110, 
more than £23 each man. Two large boats and one small hooker 
from Murrisk in Clew Bay, and fifty-five open boats from Inish- 
boffin and elsewhere fished at Cleggan. The large boats made 
nearly £17 per man, while the hooker, with five men on board, 
made £43 14s. (lei., and the 270 men in the small Inishbofiin boats 
made in all £1,093, or nearly £4 each man. 

At the Aran fishing ten large boats belonging to the islands 
earned £1,363, an average of £25 per man, and twenty canoes 
made about £2 for each man. Fourteen large boats from the 
Connemara coast fished at Aran, and earned nearly £15 per 
man. 

AtDoonloughan ten small boats made nearly £4 for each man. 

These figures Sso illustrate the advantage of large over small boats 
in the spring fishery on these coasts. 

During the eleven weeks in which this fishing continued 
to be prosperous, the eight miles of hilly road between 
Oleggan and Clifden presented a busy scene. A large number 
of carts obtained employment in the work of carrying the 
fish boxes to the railway at the rate of five-pence per 
box. On one occasion as many as 1,100 boxes, filling 
seventy-five carts, passed in one day, and the amount earned 
by the country people in this way was considerable. We believe 
upwards of 12,200 half-boxes were despatched from Clifden rail- 
way station, and 245 barrels were cured by the hi erchants when 
the means of despatching the fish fresh failed them. The Mid- 
land Railway Company gave great facilities on their line for the 
conveyance of the fish from Clifden to Dublin. Special trains ran 
as late as midnight from Clifden, and met at Galway the special 
train carrying the fish which had just arrived by steamer from 
tbe Aran Islands. We fully appreciate the desire thus shown 
^7 _ the Railway Company to do all that lay in their power to 
assist the development of the fishery. 

The fishing station of Doonloughan, to the south of Clifden, 
received the fish landed by the fleet of sixteen open boats owned 
m the locality, which took a very active part in the fishing. The 
mackerel on that part of the coast are of good size and come 
m close to the shore, giving the small boats an excellent 
opportunity, of which they took good advantage, as may be seen 
b 7 the increase of the fishery Returns in the two years during 
'mich this remote station has been worked, and the fishermen 
afforded a favourable contrast to those of South Achill, who, 
rotn lack of enterprise, did not avail themselves of the assistanco 
offered for the promotion of the fishery on that coast.

Conger, Skate, &o. 

Frash Fiih The Teelin large boats had this year rather short takes in 
Trad e * Donegal Bay, the chief fishing ground being off Inishmunay 
Donegal Bay Island, where enormous quantities of conger were caught two years 
CongerFiihing. ago. The stormy weather interfered very much with the season s 
work. The Teelin fleet now numbers sixteen decked boats. 
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Cod and Ling Sold Fresh. 

This fishing -was carried on at many places on the coast, but cod and Ling 
chiefly at Teelin, where the takes of cod were remarkably good. (Fresh). 

At other stations the fishing was late and a poor one, chiefly 
from stormy weather. The boats were not able to get to sea 
during January and February, so that all the fishing was done 
in March and part of April, and often, as on the Connemara coast, 
when the weather was fine a supply of bait could not be obtained ; 
steps will he taken in the coming season to meet this difficulty. 

Herrings Sold Fbesh. 

The autumn herring fishing of 1897 continued until the end of H . 
October, and as. stated in our last Report was very successful. (iS) 8 18 
The autumn fishing ol the present year opened at Downing’s 
Bay in North Donegal about the middle of August and closed at 
the end of November. Thirty-eight large decked boats and 
thirty small boats assembled in the Bay, and for two 
months, up to the end of October the catch was very 
poor and the quality of fish inferior, but about the 28th of the 
month a large shoal of splendid herrings arrived. On the 
morning of the 29th a good fishing was lauded. Unfortunately 
stormy weather set in almost immediately, and during the 
next three weeks the boats were able to get only a few nights 
good fishing, landing on two occasions an average catch of 30 
crans per boat. 

But for the had weather which set in almost at the same moment 
the herrings appeared, there is no doubt a heavy fishing would 
have been secured. Many of the boats, as will be seen from the 
returns in Appendix XXIV have made fair earnings, but the 
average, £62, is much less than the earnings of last year. The 
fishing at Downing’s Bay may be considered to have ceased on 
the 19th November. 

It was an additional disadvantage to the Irish fishery that the 
catch of herrings on the east coast of Scotland, in September, 
had been very large, as in consequence the price was lower than 
last year, but at Downing’s Bay five merchants were buying, and 
thus the price was supported. 

On the 13th November an unhappy accident occurred at 
Downing’s. Bay. One of the crew of the boat St. Colwmba, 
an unmarried man, named John M'Lafferty, was knocked over- 
board by the sail, which was being dipped, and although John 
Downie, the instructor, made a very brave attempt to rescue him, 
he was not seen again. 


Ice For Fresh Fish Trade. 

The high first-cost of ice, and the great waste which takes Ic6 £or Frelh 
place at fishing stations, led ns to consider whether we should Fish Trade, 
hot undertake the manufacture of ice. We are aware of the 
prejudice which exists against manufactured as compared with 
“Norwegian '■ ce > nevertheless the use of manufactured ice in the 
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fish trade is every year extending. Mr. Banfield, a well-known 
expert in ice manufacture, was engaged, and in company with 
some members of our Board visited those places on the Galway 
coast where the fish trade was in progress. He went carefully 
into the whole question, and whilst advocating the construction 
at Cleggan of a properly insulated ice-house, he explained in his 
report that the quantity of fish and the demand for ice at our 
stations had not yet reached the dimensions which would render 
profitable the manufacture of ice. 

He further pointed out that particular stage in the future 
development of the fishery at which we might reconsider the 
erection of a factory. 


Cured Fish Trade. 

Cod and ling We opened thirteen stations for curing cod, ling, and saithe. 

ourad. The facilities which now exist for consumers obtaining fresh fish 

have of late years caused the value of salt cod and ling to decline, 
but a brisk demand prevailed during the past season, and the 
whole of the fish were readily sold at from £15 10s. to £17 5s. 
per ton for cod, and at £19 to £21 per ton for ling. The amount 
of labour required, while making the industry valuable in remote 
districts where employment is scarce, at the same time makes it 
difficult for the eurer to show a profit. By concentrating at the 
Aran Islands and Teelin the drying of fish caught there and at 
many other stations, and by handling larger quantities, our loss 
this year is reduced to about one-fifth of what it was^in 1S97. 
Whether there is a profit or loss in any year largely depends on the 
weather which may or may not permit of an early fishing.

Pickled Mackerel. 

The Autumn Mackerel Fishing in 1808, like the herring fishing, Pickled 
began late, hut in consequence of its lateness the demand was macktiel. 
better, and prices were higher. 

Nineteen boats, manned by 82 men, delivered fish at Doon- 
loughan, thirty boats (180 men) at Cleggan, and the same 
number of boats, with about an equal number of men, delivered 
fish at Inishboffin. At Tully station 80 canoes with 100 men 
were fishing. At Aran Islands 30 canoes and 5 open boats from 
Connemara, having in all about 170 men, were engaged in the 
autumn mackerel fishery. 

The total number of boats engaged was 144;, with 600 men. 

Of the twenty curing stations opened by the Board thirteen 
were let to merchants, and the remaining seven were worked on 
our own account. At Cleggan, three merchants, in addition to 
tho firm to whom the station was let, were curing, and this 
competition contributed to improve the price, which rose from 
5s. and 6s. in September to 9s. and 10s., and even on one day 20s. 
at Cleggan. In November it was 10s. to 15s for 126 fish, a very- 
satisfactory figure for the fishermen. Compared with the busi- 
ness done by merchants at the stations we have let, our own 
transactions have been but small. 

The number of barrels cured at these Galway stations alone 
was over 3,100, representing a value of about £3,600 to the 
fishermen and their families employed in curing. At some of 
the stations the fishing still continues and a complete statement 
°f the results cannot be given in the present Keport.

Development of the Fishing Industry. 

inishowen A second grant of £150 was made to Colonel Stevenson, of 
Fishery. Moville, as a subsidy to aid him in his efforts to develop the 
fishing industry on the northern coast of Inishowen. Colonel 
Stevenson chartered, at a cost of £300 for the season, a small 
steamer to collect the fresh fish from the various fishing stations, 
no curing being done there. 

1 Other buyers have, however, beeu in business in that part of 

Inishowen for many years, and it is, no doubt, owing to this fact 
that the accounts received of the amount of fish purchased by 
Colonel Stevenson do not indicate such a development of the trade 
as was anticipated when the subsidy was commenced. n 

Boats on Share Under a new system four large decked boats of the “ Nobby 
System. type were provided for local crews from Ballinakill, near Oleggan. 

On three of these there was one expert Fishery Instructor and 
five fishermen; in the fourth two Instructors and four fisher- 
men. These boats were worked on shares, part of the earnings 
of the boat going to the crew and part to the Board for cost of 
instruction and for repayment of the price of the boat and gear. 

Under a similar “share system” adopted to encourage the 
fisheries, in Donegal more especially, ten large boats of the “ Zulu 
type were built on our order in 1897-8 at a cost of £1,500, ex- 
clusive of nets, gear, &c., and there are now twenty-eight in 
on the Donegal coast and four on the Galway coast working 
on this system. 

The share system can so far be regarded only as an expen- 
ment, and has not been long enough in operation for the crews 
to dispense with the assistance of an instructor, 
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Loans were made in the past year to fishermen for the purchase Loan system, 
of fifteen large decked boats, bringing up to fifty-four the num- 
ber of such boats held under this system. Of these only eleven 
are fishing outside the Congested Districts. There are altogether 
1,300 loans on the books, including those for nets, gear, &c., and 
including the loans handed over to us in 1893 by the Commis- 
sioners of Public Works on the transfer of the Irish Reproductive 
Loan Fund and the Sea and Coast Fisheries Fund. The amount 
due by borrowers from those funds was then £34,692, and is now 
£7,152. 

The interest charged by us on fishery loans is only 2 J per cent., 
and the period of repayment vai-ies from six to eight years. A 
decked boat with gear and mackerel nets costs about £301), and 
therefore the capital represented by the fifty- four boats above 
referred to is about £16,000. 

All the “ share system ” boats as well as nine of the boats pur- Fishery 
chased by loans were provided, with instructors during at least instruction, 
part of the year, £2,700 being expended in wages and travelling 
expenses of instructors,, some of whom are from the east coast of 
Scotland, some from Arklow, and others from the Isle of Man. 

This branch of technical education involves a heavy expendi- 
ture, steps are, however, being taken to provide that free instruc- 
tion shall be given to each new crew for a limited period only, 
after which instruction will he partly self-supporting. 

Boat-building. 

The two boats referred to in our last Report as building on the Boat-hniMtag. 
south coast of Connemara have been finished and sold. The 
timber bought by us for these boats was superior to that gene- 
rally used in the boats purchased from builders, and the total 
cost, without taking into account the shipwright's salary, was 
about £220 for each boat. Besides the advantage of giving em- 
ployment and instruction in boat building in the Congested 
Districts, a saving was effected on the cost of bringing boats from 
the Isle of Man, County Down, or County Wicklow, which is 
^14 per boat. The expense of bringing these large boats from 
the east of Scotland ‘is £40. Four more decked boats are now 
being built in Connemara, and one by the Baltimore School. 


Barbel-making. 

At the Teelin cooperage 2,000 barrels, 491 half-barrels, and Baml-making 
718 "carrier” barrels (for fresh fish) were made in the year, and 
3,360 were sold to merchants. At Burtonport 4,383 barrels were 
made, and 3,739 sold. 

120,000 superficial feet of Norwegian barrel staves were pur- 
chased at Aberdeen, and conveyed from there by our steamer, 
the “ Granuaile,” 
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The price at Aberdeen was 65s. per 1,000 feet,‘and as that 
quantity would make about 75 barrels, the materials, allowing 
for freight from Aberdeen, cost about Is. per barrel. Labour, 
hoops, &c., cost 2s. 9d per barrel, making the total value of 
a barrel 3s. 9d 

Instruction has been given at Teelin to eight coopers from 
Kerry, and more are going as soon as we can take them. We 
pay their travelling expenses each way, and allow them wages, 
■ — about 15s. per week — while at the cooperage.

IV. INDUSTRIES. 

The Home-Industry Classes open or in operation during the 
past year were as follows : — 

3 Lace Classes, viz. — Glencolumbkille, Kilthnagh, and 
Swinford. 

6 Crochet Classes — at Ardara., Grange, Aglioos, Ross- 
muck, Lcttermore, and Costello. 

1 Drawn- work Class at Ardara, 

4 Weaving Classes — at Garrick, Milford, Grange, and 
Ballynagleragh. 

1 Carpentry Class at Cashel. 

8 Net-mending Classes ; 

All of which, except the Carpentry and Net-mending Classes, 
were under the management of onr Inspector, Mr. W. J. D. 
Walker. 

At the close of the year there were 245 pupils in attendance 
at the Lace and Crochet Schools, and we are glad to report that 
most satisfactory progress has been made. The success of these 
schools is due partly to the energy, ability, and technical know- 
ledge of our Inspector, and also in a grea t degree to the perser- 
verar.ee of the teachers, and the aptitude and industry of the 
pupils. 

It is to be regretted that nearly all cottage industries are badly 
paid, but the earnings made through the medium of the classes 
we have opened must materially contribute to the comfort of many 
poor families. We have endeavoured as far a possible to intro- 
duce home industries of the most remunerative sort. In the case 
of lace classes opened in Mayo and Galway, where no home 
industry previously existed, pupils are paid at the rate ot 3d. 
per day as an encouragement for regular and punctual attendance 
for a period of four months, after which time many of them are 
able to earn 3s. per week, when the attendance payment ceases. 

In the lace and crochet classes, bonuses, partly provided for 
by the donation from the Irish La ce Depot, have been paid on the 
following scale : — Those who have attended less than 150 times 
receive a bonus of Is. when they earn 3s. per week ; after attend- 
ing 150 times they receive Is. bonus when they earn 5s; 6d. pci 
week ; and after attending 300 times they receive Is, bonus when 
they earn 7s. per week. 
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Taking into consideration both the hard work done and the 
low rate of earnings in these industries, we are of opinion that 
the bonus system gives well deserved encouragement, and that in 
tiis way a small expenditure does a very large amount of good. 

ffe are still indebted to the Irish Lace Depot, Grafton-street, IrishTa ,. 6 
Dublin, for finding a market for the lace and crochet made at our Doi>6i. 
schools, and we are glad to learn that the turn over of the Lace 
Depot in Irish Lace and Crochet exceeds £1,400 per month, and 
no earnestly hope that their business may continue to increase. 

That there is a large field to work upon is evident from the 
imports of lace into the United Kingdom in 1896 having been 
oyer one million pounds sterling. 

The home-spun tweed industry is not, and has not for some time Done a] 
been in a satisfactory state, machine-goods making it very Twe'fC. 
difficult for the home-made article to obtain a market. The 
price of Donegal tweeds has been steadily falling, and is now 
only Is. to Is. 4 d. per yard to the producer, a decline of 3d per 
yard having occurred since the beginning of 1897. 

What this price means to the Donegal peasant will he under- 
stood when it is explained that, roughly speaking, the value of 
the wool is 5d per pound ; a woman cards and spins this in two 
days for a wage of 7<f. (3id a day) ; and the weaver gets 2d, per 
yard for plain patterns and 2^d per yard for twills. 

One result of the low price has been, as might have been 
anticipated, a falling off in the quality, there being no longer 
1 sufficient encouragement for the production of good work. It 
was with a view to counteract such a downward tendency in the 
quality of home-spuna that we had instituted our system of 
giving a bonus of 2s. for every “ web" of forty yards of tweed 
which came up to a certain standard of quality, our stamp being 
affixed to every web accepted. We regret, however, that our 
efforts to prevent the production of inferior goods have not been 
entirely successful. 

It is worthy of note that it is only in rough mountain country, 
where the land and the people are both poor, that the tweed 
industry is carried on. Where better land is in occupation the 
standard of living is higher, and the people will not work for the 
miserable wage afforded by carding, or spinning. 

The importance of the home-spun industry to the people of 
South Donegal, notwithstanding the fail in price is shown by 
the sales for the year 1897--8, having been £7,800, two-thirds of 
which— £5,200, represents wages, and one-third is the value of 
the wool 

Classes for instruction in weaving were held during the year w ,. 
it Carrick and Milford in Donegal, at Moneygold in Co. dosses” 8 
ohgo, and Balhnagleragh in Co. Leitrim. 
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During the year 1897-8 eleven new loans for looms were issued 
to weavers, making the total number of such loans forty-five. • 


Net mending On the coasts of Galway and Mayo eight classes were opened 
desses. for teaching fishermen and boys the art of net- mending, and as 
the attendance reached nearly 600, there is reason to believe 
that the means of instruction thus provided were appreciated 
and proved of much practical value. 


Carpentry. 


We made a small grant to aid in maintaining a class for car- 
lentry at Cashel in Connemara, which was conducted by the 
National School Teacher. 


Carp(l t During the Summer of 1897 some interviews took place 

weaving. between a member of our Board and Mr. Alexander Morton, head 
of the well-known firm of carpet manufacturers, of Darvel in 
Ayrshire, with the result that Mr. Morton decided to make 
inquiries as to the possibility of establishing a branch of his busi- 
ness in Ireland, Some members of his firm came over, and after 
visiting several districts, and consulting our Inspector, Mr. Walker, 
selected Killybegs as the most suitable spot for the experiment! 
In our next Report we hope to give further information as to the 
introduction of this valuable industry, which has been commenced 
With overy prospect of success, and affords most suitable employ- 
ment for female workers. 


Io-iins works During the last two years there has been a great decline in 
and kelp. yje kelp industry which used to form an important addition to 
the slender means of the poorest part of the coast population. 
We had in contemplation the building a kiln on an improved 
principle on the west coast for the purpose of experimenting on 
the best methods of obtaining a pure product, and preventing 
the adulteration of the caked ash usually sold to manufacturers 
for the extraction of iodine, but the fall in price deterred us 
from undertaking this project 


In the past year a considerable quantity of kelp was burnt 
along the northern and western coasts, notwithstanding the low 
price. 157 tons were prepared by the people of Tory Island, 
and 53 tons by those ol Boffin, on the Donegal coast, and to 
enable them to send it to market we paid £50 to a steamship 
company to induce them to carry the kelp to London at the low 
freight of 12s. 6 d. per ton, hut we have been informed that the 
company estimated their loss on the transaction at £60. If 
kelp burners could he induced to abandon adulteration the 
value of the commodity would no doubt improve. 

Lettcrfraek We voted £100 in the past year to carry on the basket-making 
Basket industry, established nine years ago by Miss Sturge, at Letter- 
frack, pending the conclusion of arrangements for its future 
maintenance, which Miss Sturge and her friends in England 
were understood to bo making. 
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V. ENGINEERING WORKS. 

In the Appendices will be found a long list of worts, some of Appendix 
them completed during the past year, others in various stages of XXXIH ' 
progress. None of these were of any great magnitude, but it will 
be seen from the accounts furnished that we spent in the year 
upwards of ill 6,000 on Piers, Boat-slips, Landing-places, Roads, 

Bridges, &c., and that since 1891 we have expended upwards of 
£100,000 on 215 different public works. Although so much Iras 
been done in the past . seven years, we continue to receive very 
numerous applications asking us to undertake all kinds of new 
works, but it does not appear reasonable that expenditure of this 
nature should continue indefinitely on so large a scale as hitherto. 

The number of roads and bridges on which work was done in Koad , anl 
the year 1897-8 is very large, but none of them call for special Bridges, 
remark, and we beg to refer to the list given in Appendix No. 

XXXIII. 

The chief marine works were the following : — Coonanna Pier, Marine works, 
in Co. Kerry, which was bnilt two years ago at a cost of £2,807, 
has been strengthened and extended at a cost of £840. 

Anew Pier at Sneem, county Kerry, has just been completed at 
a cost of about £1,186. 

The last instalment of £1,000 has been paid on account of our 
quota of £8,400 promised for the building ofKillybegs Pier which 
has been completed by the Board of Works, and has already 
proved of great value to that part of Co. Donegal. 

At Mace, in Co. Galway, we are expending £2,134 
on the improvement of a small harbour, partly formed by 
nature, and making a quay and approaches. The channel leading 
into the hasin will be deepened. This work will be of great 
benefit to the fishermen of South Connemara. 

At Rinroe, Co. Mayo, a new curing station has been built, and 
the rocks cleared from the seaward approach at a total cost of 
£678. 

Ballyness Harbour Co. Donegal, has been greatly improved 
and the pier extended at a cost of £716. 

In the Island of Achill a pier has been completed at Keel at 
an expenditure of £1,910, of which £700 was obtained from the 
Vote : for Relief of Distress ; and a boat-slip and approach road are 
to be constructed at Dugort at an estimated cost of £1,929, 
towards which we are contributing £800, the Achill Relief Fund, 

£929, the Achill Mission, £100, and £100 has been collected locally.

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Drainage for the comparatively small sum of £280 which we have granted 
Wo*s. for the purpose. The Committee have executed a bond to 
indemnify us against any liability which we might have incurred 
by assisting in the work. 

A sumof £145has heen paid towards the cost of forming a Drain- 
age District Board, under the Drainage Act of 1863, to deepen about 
9 miles of the River Ayle in Oo. Mayo, at a cost of £2,500 but 
owing to some opposition the scheme appears to have been dropped 

Some minor drainage schemes in the.Swinford and Clare- 
morris districts, for which we voted £80 to each of several parishes 
have heen merged in the operations of the Parish Committees the 
establishment of which was announced in the last Report. 

Kincasslagh Lake, near Burtonport, Co. Donegal, is only 160 
yards from the sea, and by a cutting of that length, at a cost of 
only £245, a considerable area of land has been drained, and as the 
outlet is directly into the sea there are no interests that could be 
injuriously affected. 

Parish A scheme was described in our last Report under which grants 

Committeea, are entrusted to certain parishes to be expended under the 
management of a Local Committee in such a manner as to 
encourage the poorest class of landholders, by offers of small 
sums, to do on their buildings or farms a comparatively large 
amount of work for their own benefit. In the first instance 
grants amounting to £1,520 were voted to twelve parishes, and 
we have since promised £1,200 t® fiiteen other parishes. The 
success or failure of the scheme cannot he judged until after 
April next, when all the works will have been completed and the 
improvement effected for the money paid in each case will he 
carefully inquired into. 


VI.— MISCELLANEOUS MATTERS. 

Eiiffeisen Oo-operative Agricultural Banks on the Raiffeisen system have 
B»nk». been introduced into Ireland during the past three years by the 
Irish Agricultural Organisation Society, and on 3l8t March last 
fifteen of these banks had heen established. 

The great amount of good done on the Continent by co-operative 
credit associations of this kind is beyond question, and in many 
localities the change effected in the circumstances of the poorer 
elass of peasant proprietors almost amounts to an economic 
revolution. 

In order to assist in giving the system a fair trial in the 
Congested Districts, we agreed to advance to six banks at Carna, 
Rossmuck, Burriscarra, Addergoole, Spiddal, and Kiimore-Erris, 
sums of £50 to £100 eacb — £400 in all — in the form of loans at 
5 per cent, interest issued on the joint and several security of 
the members of the Committee of Management in each case. 
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per cent., half the interest charged, will afterwards he returned to 
the bank if we are satisfied with the manner in which the husiness 
haa been conducted. We may add that since the close of the year 
1897-8 we have approved of further loans to fourteen banks. 

The Societies Borrowing Powers Act, passed in the last Session 
of Parliament, empowers these banks, which are registered under 
the Friendly Societies Act, to borrow money from persons other 
than their own members. 

We continue our grant of £700 per annum to the Galway Subsidies to 
Steamship Company to support the steam communication between steamer 
the Aran Islands and Galway. eervioca. 

Notwithstanding the receipt of a subsidy from us of £300 a 
year, the Sligo Navigation Company could not carry on the 
North Mayo service between Sligo and Broadhaven, and it 
consequently ceased on 28th February last. The line on the 
west coast between Westport, Clifden, and Belmullet, in aid of 
which we gave Messrs. Laird a subsidy of £500 for a period of nine 
months, terminating on 31st December, 1897, has not been con- 
tinued, although we offered a contribution of £500 per annum 

Just before the close of the financial year we came to an 
agreement with Mr. John Herdman of Londonderry to provide 
an improved steamer service on the north-west coast of Donegal 
in consideration of a payment from us of £600 a year, and this 
service commenced in July last. 

The nurse from the Victoria Jubilee Institute remains at Nurse for 
Achill Island, and we believe that her work there has earned Aoti11 Ma ” d . 
general approval and that it is very necessary that it should 
continue, but no plans for her future maintenance have yet been 
settled. Up to the present we have defrayed the expenses. 

We mentioned with regret in our last Report the resignation Change in the 
by Mr. Frederic W. Pim of his seat at this Board. Mr. William membenhip of 
Purser Geoghegan has since been appointed to the vacancy. Boald ' 

On the 10th May last Mr. William L. Micks resigned the office Secretary to 
of Secretary, which he had held since the formation of the Board, tl16 Board, 
and the following resolution was moved by the Most Rev. Dr!

“ been intimately associated with the work of the Board since its 
“inception, and to whose knowledge, sympathy, and ability the 
“ success achieved by the Board is largely due.” 

Mr. F. W. D. Mitchell, late Accountant of the Irish Land Com- 
mission, has been selected to fill the post vacated by Mr. Micke. 

We continue to he under great obligations to Sir Andrew Co-operation of 
iked, K.G.B., and to the officers and members of the Royal Irish Constabulary. 
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Constabulary for the valuable assistance they have given us in 
connection with our horse-breeding and other agricultural and 
fishery projects.
